It is related that a Californian 
visiting the city of Boston recently 


was the guest of an owner of an ex 
tensive establishment for the carding, 
cleaning and grading of wool, and 


was by him taken through his plant 
and warehouses on a tour of inspec 
tion. 
There the Bostonian pointed 
out a bale of wool and said: 
"That 
consignment of wool has a curious 
history. A few weeks ago I received 
it from Napa County, California, to 
be carded, cleaned and prepared foi 


use and sold to the factories 
some- 
where. 
Almost simultaneously with 
its arrival I had an order from San 
Diego, California, for just such an 
amount and quality of wool, and 1 
am filling it with this consignment 


Why 
don't you California peopli 
have shops and factories like mine tc; 
fill the place between your raw mate 
rial and your finished article, so that 


you won't have to send your good: 
across the continent for preparation 
far your use at home ?" 


What answer have the business* 
men of Colifornia, the men of brains 
and enterprise and capital, to make 
to such an inquiry ?" 
What reason 


is there that we should send our wool 
and hides and grain and fruit to the 
Atlantic seaboard and back in order 
to fit them for our use for consump 
tion ? Yet this is precisely what we 
have been doing and will continue to 
do unless our people arouse them 
selves to realize the patent truth that 
other men of other States are making 
themselves rich by feeding upon the 


fat profits to be earned between the 
raw material which in vast variety we 
produce, and the same material in its 
manufactured 
form which we con­ 
sume. 


The above incident is by no means 
an isolated one or an extreme ex­ 
ample. 
California produces apricots, 
peaches and nectarines, which, after 
a simple drying process, she ships 
eastward and sells cheaply. 
These 
same fruits are taken to England, 
and presently they return to us in the 
form of imported jams and jellies and 
marmalades, and thus, after, having 
gone half way around the world and 
back, find ample markets at good 
prices in the very valleys where they 
were grown. 


Take another example: 
California 


is one of the largest producers of 
leather among the States, and annually 
thousands upon thousands of hides 
are shipped to Eastern factories. On 
their way eastward by sea and by 
land they pass shiploads and train 
loads of boots and shoes en route for 
California made from the same hides 
and leather .which went East a short 
while before. 


What is the reason for this de­ 
pendence upon the distant East to 
make over our products into finished 
articles for us to eat and wearf There 


is no reason which the enterprising 
spirit of trie present should accept or 
our awataled pride should endure 


The trutMs that the people of CalL 
fornia have, been asleep in this matter 


of the establishment and encourage 
ment of local factories for the work 


ing up of our own 1 r jducts into forms 


for our own consumption. It is time 
to wake up. because it is an axiom of 
trade that no people, it matters not 


how rich thtir lands may be in re 
sources, can be well-to-do who are 
content to limit their energies to the 
production and sale of raw material 
and who are forced to depend upon 
other people for the finished articles 
whicn they consume. 


Sooner or later such a people will 
be confronted with a balance ol 
trade in favor of those who are grow 


ing rich by manufacturing the very 
things which they produce and in 
the midst of boundless resources wil 
behold themselves becoming poor. 


The only way for California to escape 
this otherwise inevitable' fate is to 
seize this opportune time and develop 
here and now manufacturing indus­ 
tries, which, by preparing her own 
products for their ultimate markets, 
will mane her and her people in­ 
creasingly rich and great.
